WASHINGTON, D. C., Jan. 22.— 
“It ig high time to realize that our 
responsibility to the coming millions 
is like that of parents to th lir chil­ 
dren, and that, in wasting our re- 
sources we are wronging 
our 
de* 
soeETIanU.” 
In forceful 
language like this. 
President Roosevelt today sent to 
congress a special message upon the 
subject of conservation of the coun­ 
try’s natural resources, together with 
the report submitted to him by the 
national conservation commission. 
The report is the result of the la­ 
bors performed by the commission 
since the great gathering of gover­ 
nors at the White house and proves 
conclusively that the forests, the 
minerals, the lands and the waters 
of the United States, are being ex­ 
ploited for present-day gain, and that 
the end of ail things, that go to make 
our country’s greatness is not only 
fast approaching, bat is practically 
in sight. 
Urges Adoption of n ail. 
The president urges that the broad 
plan for the development of our wa­ 
terways recommended by the inland 
waterways commission, be put into 
effect without delay, and that the de­ 
velopment of water power be guard­ 
ed most zealously by the federal and 
state governments; he commends to 
congress the conclusions found by 
the conservation commission relating 
to the protection of forests against 
fire and their yield of reasonable 
taxes; and he advocates the repeal 
of the timber and stone act and the 
commutation clause of the hometsead 
law. He favors the use of the grazing 
lands and the mineral, timber, coal, 
oil and gas lands under such condi­ 
tions as will l|pst protect the rights 
of the government and posterity; and 
concludes by advocating concurrence 
between the states and the national 
government In all matter pertaining 
to the protection of natural resourc­ 
es, urging the appropriation of at 
least $80,000 for the expenses of 
the national 
conservation commis­ 
sion. 
No Cause to Defer Action. 
Incomplete, the president admits, 
the inventory of the country’s nat­ 
ural resources submitted to by the 
commission to be, but that, he holds, 
is no excuse for jmttlng off decisive 
action. "We cannot defer action,*’ bs 
says, “until complete accuracy in the 
estimates can be reachei. because be­ 
fore that time many of our sources 
will be practically gone. As it stands 
It Is irrefutable truth that the con­ 
servation of our resources is the fun­ 
damental question before this nation, 
and that our f’rst -od greatest task 
is to set our house in order and be­ 
gin to live within our mean:;. 
“We know that our population is 
now adding about one-fifth to Its 
numbers in ten yearn, ana trat by the 
middle of the present century per­ 
haps one hundred and fifty million 
Americans, and by its end, many mil­ 
lions more, must be fed and clothed 
from the products of the soil 
A Unit for Conservation. 
“There are differences of opinion 
as to many public questions; but the 
American people stand nearly as a 
unit for waterway development and 
for forest protection. 
“We know that our mineral re­ 
sources once exhausted are gone for­ 
ever. and that the needless waste of 
them costs us hundreds of 
human 
lives and nearly three hundred mil­ 
lion dollars a yekr. 
“The conservation of natural re­ 
sources is the bottom round of the 
ladder on our upward progress to­ 
ward Recondition in which the na­ 
tion as a whole and its citisens as in­ 
dividuals, will set national efficiency 
and the public welfare before per­ 
sonal profit. 
‘When necessary, the private right 
must yield, under due process of law 
TOontTnued e n c a g e 2.) 


PERTINENT MATTER FROM REPORT OF CON 
SERVATION COMMISSION 


In his communication to the president conveying the report of the 
National Conservation Commission, Gifford Fine hot, chairman, says: 
“The report herewith submitted was unanimously approved by the 
joint conservation conference. 
Further action was taken by the con­ 
ference in authorizing a joint committee on co-operation, to be composed 
of six members of state conservation commissions sud three members of 
the National Conservation Commission with Its chairman and secretary. 
This committee is to devise ways and means for effective' co-operation 
between all forces working for the conservation 
of 
natural 
resources 
By tills action the conservation movement esters the field of definite 
constructive work, for which Its labors In ascertaining 
the 
country’s 
present status and future outlook were simply preparatory.** 
The report opens with an assertion which carries with K the entire 
logic of the conservation movement* as follows: 
“The duty of naan to man, on which the Integrity of nations must 
rest, Is no higher than the duty t i each generation to the next; and the 
obligation of the nation to each Actual citizen Is no more sacred than the 
obligation to the citizen to be, who, In tarn, most bear the nation's du­ 
ties and responsibilities.’’ 
The report recites the present embarassment 
and

danger 
growing out of the tact that, with more foresight than their fellows, a 
few citisens had anticipated the grout future vklue of our undevelop­ 
ed resources, and baa acquired monopolistic control of 
land, 
forest, 
mineral deposit and water power. It relates the story of the awakening 
of patriots to the real facta, and the efforts now going forward to save 
to the public its rights and property in the natural riches of the land. 
Waste and misuse* aa well as 
greed, are set forth as responsible 
for the dissipation of these resources, and methods of 
prevention* are 
treated in generalisations. The relation 0f timber to water supply, and 
water-flow to soil waste, are also Considered. 
The report attempts to estimate and systematically schedule the re" 
‘sources along various lines, hut admits that a finer analysis and more 
iaccnrate schedule Is needed.

A national check Is needed on mine fatalities, waste of minerals, es­ 
pecially coal and Iron. 

The financial loss owing to this 
preventable disease In the United States is $1,900,000,000. 
“Broad plans should be adopted providing for a system of water­ 
way Improvement extending to all uses of the waters and benefits to be 
derived from their control, including the clarification of the water and 
abatement of floods for the benefit of navigation; the extension of irriga­ 
tion; the development and application of power; the prevention of soil 
wash; the purification of streams for water supply; and the

Toastmaster Barber in the open- 
1 lug remarks reviewed the club's his­ 
tory briefly and pointed to the im­ 
portant time in which we are now 
living.y He thanked the guests for 
their attendance and interest and as­ 
sured them of the appreciation of the 
club of the success of the affair. He 
first introduced Attorney Otto Boss- 
hard aa an aatute politician, almost 
on a par with the celebrated charac­ 
ter whose name he took aa a subject, 
“Franklin.** 
Mr. Bosahard laughingly Indicated 
his belief the comparison was a dis­ 
paragement of Franklin and launch­ 
ed into a sketch 
of 
this famous 
statesman and diplomat to whom he 
gave large credit for the successful 
outcome of the revolutionary war. 
owing to his success in floating a 
loan at a critical time in France. The 
speaker showed Benjamin Franklin 
to be one of the most wonderful men 
In the world’s history and an educa­ 
tor and moralist without a peer. Mr. 
Bosshard 
is 
possessor of a voice 
which makes his oratorical efforts a 
pleasure to his auditors. 
**Opportvnities.** 
A. A. Bentley responded to 
the 
toast, “Opportunities.’’ His response 
was eloquent and conveyed beautiful 
thoughts upon this important 
sub­ 
ject. 
Mr. Bentley is a believer in 
making opportunities. 
As the toast­ 
master said, Mr. Bentley was him­ 
self a self-made man, which lifted a 
great load of responsibility from the 
shoulders of the Lord. 
The speaker 
declared the man or woman 
who 
waited with open armB for opportu­ 
nity to come upon them seldom found 
i t His toast may be summed up and 
the key-note of his idea sounded, In 
the 
following 
beautiful 
closing 
words: 
“We may compare life to a beau­ 
tiful and winding lane, 
on 
either 
side bright flowers, tempting fruits 
and beautiful butterflies, which we 
scarcely pause to admire o r‘taste, so 
eager are we to reach an opening be­ 
yond, which we imagine is still more 
beautiful. 
As we advance, the flow­ 
ers disappear, the fruits fail us and 
the trees grow bleak, and we arrive 
to find a barren waste. 
How is this 
for a motion on this subject? May 
we not improve on the present op­ 
portunities in life more than we do? 
As we advance In this winding lane 
of life, may we not pluck the flow­ 
ers. taste the fruits, 
admire 
the 
beautiful, and when we have reached 
that seemingly barren 
waste—old 
age—-deposit our gleanings on the 
harvest field of life without the ex­ 
cuse that we lacked opportunities or 
we could have done better.’* 
“The Square Deal.** 
Senator Thomas Morris, who was 
introduced by the toastmaster aa the 
man with a face that was a pass­ 
port which would be recognised by 
St. Peter, took the “Square Deal’’ 
as his topic. He urged the cleansing 
of the body politic. He called atten­ 
tion to the fact a president receiv­ 
ed in a year only enough salary to 
pay for one function at the White 
house, that the ambassador to the 
court of St. James must be a mil­ 
lionaire to keep up the “front” ex­ 
pected, that public men in general 
must have money of their own for 
they cannot expect to earn enough 
honestly in the public service to pay 
their actual expenses. He urged that 
the people 
recognize brains 
and 
make it unnecessary for a man to be 
rich to hold office else be a thief 
to keep up. A poor man could not 
hope to be president, he said. He de­ 
clared the remedy rested with the 
people themselves to put brains and 
Integrity over money bags in the 
government of the country. 
“Hon. W. J. Bryan** 
Paul W. Mahoney, first president 
and always an active member of the 
Franklin club, was Introduced by 
Mr. Barber and gave a skqjch of the 
Nebraska leader which was eulogis­ 
tic and remarkable for its wealth of 
detail. Mr. Mahoney took occasion 
to train his guns on the republicans 
present and attributed the defeat of 
Mr. Bryan in 1896 to the corrupt ase

Arthur Roberge of the board of 
public work! baa returned from 
a 
trip through the eastern part of the 
state where he has been making in­ 
vestigations of the tar macadam that 
bai been installed in the several ci­ 
ties. 
La Crosse has not been favorably 
inclined towards the tar macadam 
and the sentiment of 
the 
special 
street 
improvement committee 
is 
against it. There is little probabili­ 
ty of La Crosse having any of the 
tar macadam this spring owing to 
the objections on the part of 
the 
property holders, who seem to 
be 
afraid of it. 
Blither tar or asphalt is necessary 
for the establishment of a park sys­ 
tem, says Roberge, as they offer the 
beat possibilities for excellent drives. 
In all the large cities much asphalt 
has been laid despite the fact that 
it does not pan out well in a number 
of cases. The reason for this is that 
there is no other substitute for it, 
and the public is obliged to, use It if 
they want noiseless streets. 
Tar macadam has many 
of 
the 
properties of asphalt and la 
not 
nearly as expensive. Mr. Roberge in 
his visit in the cities in the eastern 
part of Wisconsin found with one 
exception that tar was an excellent 
thing for Having. 
In Menomonie,. 


Mich., the tar macadam is not

satisfactory as they 
expected, but 
this Mr. Roberge thinks is due 
to 
the fact that it was poorly laid.

“The second resolution 
of

joint conference to which I 
refer 
calls upon the congress to provide 
the means for 
such 
co-operation. 
The principle of the community 
of 
interest among all our people in the 
tion of all the people, acting through 
the report of the national conserva­ 
tion commission and the proceeding^ 
of the Joint conference. 
These re­ 
sources, which form the common ba­ 
sis of our welfare, can he wisely de­ 
veloped, rightly used, and prudently 
conserved only by the common ac­ 
tion of alit he people, acting through 
their representatives in state 
and 
nation. 
Hence the fundamental nec­ 
essity for co-operation. 
Without it 
wp shall accomplish hut little, and 
that little badly. 
The resolution fol­ 
lows: 
“ ‘We also especially urgp on the 
congress of tho United States

national commission on the conser­ 
vation of the resources of th*1 coun­

every sovereign commonwealth and

sources and the vigor, intelligence, 
and patriotism of our people.’ 
“ In this recommendation I most 
heartily concur, and I urge that an 
appropriation of at least $50,000 be 
made to cover the expenses of the 
national 
conservation 
commission 
for necessary rent, assistance, 
and 
traveling expenes. 
This is a 
very 
sinai] sum. 
I know of no other way 
in which the appropriation 
of so 
small a sum wrouM result in so large 
a benefit to the whole nation.
